324 (E).— Whereas by notifications of Government of India in Ministry of 
Petroleum and Chemicals, Department of Petroleum and Natural Gas number 
S.O. 1986 dated 28 th July.1990; S.O. 1987 dated 28* July, 1990 and S.O. 2875 
dated 10 th November, 1990, issued under sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the 
Petroleum and Minerals Pipelines (Acquisition of Right of User in Land) Act 
1962 (50 of 1962) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), Government of 
India declared its intention to acquire Rights of Users in lands, specified in the 
schedules appended to those notifications, for the purpose of laying Tatipaka - 
Kakinada Gas Pipeline by M/s Gas Authority of Tndia Limited (now GAIL. 
(India) Limited) for transportation of petroleum and natural gas; 
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And whereas. Government of India, after considering the reports submitted by 
the respective Competent Authorities under sub-section (1) of Section 6 of the 
Act and on being satisfied that the said lands were required for laying the 
pipeline, decided to acquire the Rights of Users therein, 


And whereas, in exercise of powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 6 of 
the Act, Government of India declared acquisition of the Rights of Users in 
lands, specified in the schedules appended to those notifications, for laying the 
pipeline, vide notifications of Government of India in Ministry of Petroleum 
and Chemicals, Department of Petroleum and Natural Gas number S.0.3355 
dated 15 th December, 1990; S.O.3360 dated 15 th December, 1990 and S.O.780 


dated 16 th March, 1991; . f 

And whereas, in exercise of powers conferred by sub-section (4) of Section 6 of 

the Act, Government of India declared vesting the Rights of Users in the said 
lands for laying the pipeline in M/s GAIL (India) Limited, instead of 
Government of India, free from all encumbrances on the dates of publication of 


the respective declarations; 


And whereas, M/s Reliance Gas Transportation Infrastructure Limited (RGTIL), 
which is laying Kakinada-Hyderabad-Uran-Ahmedabad gas pipeline, intends to 
share with M/s GAIL (India) Limited the Rights of Users in land, described in 
the schedule appended to this notification, which has been earlier vested in M/s 

GAIL (India) Limited as mentioned above; ■ 

And whereas. M/s GAIL (India) Limited has consented to the sharing of the 
Rights of Users in the said land with M/s RGTIL for inter-connecting M/s 
RGTIL’s Kakinada-Hyderabad-Uran-Ahmedabad pipeline with M/s GAIL’s 
pipeline network at M/s GAIL’s Tatipaka-Kakinada pipeline’s injection facility 
at village Oduru, Mandal Ramachandrapuram, District East Godavari on terms 

and conditions annexed herewith; . 

Now, therefore, in exercise of powers conferred under sub-section (4) of Section 

6 of the Act, Government of India directs that the Rights of Users in the said 

l an ds, vested earlier in M/s GAIL (India) Limited, would also be used by M/s 

Reliance Gas Transportation Infrastructure Limited, from the date of publication 

of this declaration, on the terms and conditions annexed herewith.

Terms and Conditions for utilization of GAIL’s Roll by M/s RGTIL 

1. Laying of pipelines should conform to OISD Standards 226 and international standard ASME 
B-31.8. 

2. The existing RoU will be opened for laying of pipeline in GAIL's 18 m RoU corridor. All the 
logistic support shall be provided by M/s RGTIL. 

3. Damages for crops damaged in the Right of Way during laying of the pipeline must be borne 
by M/s RGTIL. Crops, tree and other damages occurred outside RoU shall also be taken care of 
by M/s RGTIL. 

4. After completing the laying works of RGTIL’s pipeline, GAIL RoU should be made normal 
again and a "No Objections Certificate’would be obtained from all the farmers along the 
RoU by M/s RGTIL. 

5. Statutory permissions lor laying their pipeline required from the concerned authorities would 
be obtained by M/s RGTIL. 

6. Boundary Markers / RoU markers / Aerial Markers / CP test stations / any other associated 
equipment related to pipeline damaged along the RoU shall be replaced by M/s RGTIL at their 
own cost. 

7. M/s RGTIL shall lay their pipeline by carrying out trenching manually so as to protect the 
existing pipeline. Any damages to the existing pipeline including the product / production loss, 
while carrying out work in common RoU section of pipeline would be borne by M/s RGTIL. 

8. M/s RGTIL would carry out the CP Interference survey / mitigation measures at their own cost 
for the parallel pipelines. 

9. Bonding of parallel pipelines would be carried out by M/s RGTIL only after obtaining consent 
from GAIL. 
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10. Necessary permits for carrying out the work would be obtained by M/s RGTIL from the 
concerned officer of GAIL. Permit would be renewed as directed by the GAIL site without 
failure.

11. The job should be carried out in the presence of GAIL Engineer & GAIL’s designated Safety 
Officer, for which supervision charges , as applicable, shall be intimated by GAIL and would 

be payable by M/s RGTIL. j 

12. Movement of heavy equipment along the Roll while laying the pipeline would be restricted. 


13. M/s RGTIL would pay an annual lease amount to GAIL on yearly basis towards cost involved 
in RoU maintenance as well as for utilizing GAIL’s RoU, which will be intimated by GAIL to 
M/s RGTIL on annual basis. 

14. In common RoU portion, GAIL will maintain the CP and M/s RGTIL would share the cost for 
the same, which along with any other expenses shall be included in annual lease rent. 

15. The co-ordinates of common area of RoU required by M/s RGTIL will be verified by GAIL's 
Site Office before commencement of jobs at field. 

16. GAIL’s existing 18” pipeline is laid at a distance of 5 m from the end of RoU along the flow 
direction and the proposed 18” pipeline is being laid at a distance of 5 m from the existing 
pipeline. M/s RGTIL has to lay their pipeline at a distance of 5 m from the proposed pipeline 
(Drawing Attached below).
